MANY AND VARIED 


ARE EXPERIENCES 
OF TBEJJNDERTAKER 


"Undertakers have many and varied 


experiences and some that would be 
considered hair-raisers by the most 
people, but we get so used 
to 
the 


thing that we don't think anything of 
it," 
said a local undertaker 
when 


asked if he could furnish some reading 
matter for the Advocate. 


After a little persuasion on the part 


of the Advocate man the funeral man 
was started with a recital of some of 
his experiences. 
The undertaker 
is 


looked upon by most people as a man 
of unnatural gifts because of the fact 
that he conducts his uncanny business 
with .in ease and unconcein which is 
apt to send creepy shivers up the 
spine of the ordinary individual. And 
in spite of the apparent unpleasantness 
of his work, the undertaker is, as a 
rule, one of the jolliest of profession- 
al men, an3 he counts the long, muddy 
drives in unpleasant weather as the 
most disagreeable of his many duties. 


Possibly the 
experiences 
which 


make their most vivid impression on 
the memory of an undertaker are 
those encountered in the beginning of 
his career. 


One particularly interesting story is 


told of a man who was making his 
second or third call. An old lady had 
died in the country and it was neces- 
p?ry for the young undertaker to travel 
for some distance to gef to the resi- 
dence. When he arrived he was di- 
rected to the room in 
which the 


have «ared if they had just cohered 
him and left him there until everybody 
went away. 
: 


Once a local undertaker went to At- 


tend a call where a colored man had 
died. In fact the man had been dead 
for some time, but the .undertaker _was,v 
taking no chances., ;As he tiegan to 
make the incision in the dead man's 
arm for the purpose of injecting the 
embalming fluid, the man s flesh be- 
gan to twitch and quiver. When the 
undertaker made an examination'Tie 
found to his satisfaction that the man 
was dead but the muscles jerked for 
sometime after the fluid had beea in- 
jected into the body. 


It is not an altogether ususual 


thing for people to order caskets laid 
away for them, 
and instances 
are 


known where undei takers have been 
called to care for a body and were re- 
que9*ed to wait until the party died, 
being told that they would be ready 
In "just a few miuntes." Others have 
the "nerve" to call undertakers and 
make funeral arrangements while the 
people are s>ill living so that the "fu- 
neral arrangements will be out of the 
way." 


Still, people are bound to die and 


the undertaker makes his living off 
other people's deaths and sticks to the 
claim that business is dead.
